THE STATE oF NEw HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, qualified to note in Town 
Affairs: 


' You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman for three years, 
Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Auditors, Road Commissioners, 
Trustee of Trust Funds, Trustee of Public Library, Constable, 
Sealer of Weights and Measures, Measurers of Wood and Bark 
and Surveyors of Lumber, Health Officers, Fence Viewers, and 
all other necessary town officers and agents for the ensuing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for pay- 
ing the town debts and defraying the interest thereon, for the 
support and maintenance of the Public Library, and for other 
necessary charges arising in said town... 


' 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $25.00 
for Memorial Day purposes. 


4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or appointed, 
and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To bring in your ballots upon the question as to whether 
the amendment proposed by the Convention to revise the Con- 
stitution shall be approved. 
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7. To see if the town will yote to raise and appropriate $400.00 
for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust. (The State will - 
furnish $100.00 for every $400.00 raised. ) 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $318.50 
(in addition to $637.00 required by law) for State Aid Construc- 
tion in order to secure State aid of $382.00. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raisé and appropriate $3,000.00 
for Trunk Line Maintenance. (The State will furnish a like 
sum.) 


10. To see if the town will vote to re-establish the price of 
rent of Town Hall. 


11. Upon petition of Earl C. Ingalls, Frank B. Currier, 
Rachel M. Stevens and twenty-seven others: 


To see if the Town of Newton will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen, upon proper petition to them, or to such authority as 
may be necessary, to lay out and establish or re-establish that 
part of the highway that runs from a main highway, known as 
the Boston Road, from the part where it leaves the main highway 
to the point where it intersects another highway, the Southerly 
end of which is, for about forty-five feet, in the Town of New- 
ton, from which point it extends Northerly, Easterly and Southerly 
on said main highway about 127 feet Northerly of the house of 
one Ayotte. 7 


So that said highway when laid out and re-established may 
cover and coincide with the highway which previously existed 
over and along the shores of Country Pond. 


Meaning and intending to re-establish said road, along said 
pond, as it was before it was discontinued .by decree of the Su- 
perior Court for the County of Rockingham in the action,

Carried: Yes 24, No 14. It was voted to request the B. & M. 
R. R. to install the automatic device. 


It was voted that the suit against the Town by Hattie Tay- 
lor be left to the Selectmen for disposal. 


The decision of the Court, Newton v. Kingston on the dis- 
continuance of road was read. 

On motion it voted to refer back to Article 2, and Augustus 
K. Locke offered the following resolution and moved its adop- 
tion. ‘“‘Be it resolved that the Town raise $500.00 extra high- 
way money to be used in the Junction District on road leading 
from the Kingston line to Fleming’s corner, so called, to be used 
under the supervision of the Selectmen.”’ Resolution was lost: 
Yes, 18. No. 21. | 


On motion it was voted that the Selectmen obtain from the 
Town Clerk, the names of owners of automobiles, amount of tax 
paid and number of owner of permit, the same to be published 
in the town report.
